Gilmore is now considerably over 
forty years old and as he can have no 
hope of pardon, for he has no pohtical 
"pull" as Joe Makin has, he will prob- 
ably end his days behind the bars. The 
community is well rid of him. The ver- 
dict appears to have been a very just 
one as will appear from a perusal of the 
following synopsis of the testimony: 


Igatius Cook was the first witness. 
He was a barkeeper for Snell, the owner 
of the saloon in front of which the shoot'- 
ing occurred on the morning of March 
13, 1881. 
He admitted Gilmore and 
Simpson to the place on the morning in 
question and furnished them with wine. 
Gilmore drank hie share of it. McBride 
entered the saloon and tried to induce 
Simpson, his employer, to go home. He 
and Gilmore became involved in a quar- 
rel which lasted for ten minutes. 
Mc- 
Bride declared that he "could lick any 
man in the house," qualifying the re- 
mark with an oath. 
Witness saw Gil- 
more have a pistol, bnt Snell came into 
the saloon persuaded Gilmore to give it 
up. Simpson and McBride started for 
the door. They were presently followed 
by Gilmore. The shooting was not wit- 
nessed by Cook. It transpired, on cross 
examination of witness, that Snell and 
McBride had some words in the saloon. 
McBride did not drink anything in the 
saloon. He was a larger man than Gil- 
more. 


John Alexander, a colored man, cor- 
roberated the story told by Cook. Simp- 
son was under the influence of liquor. 
McBride became angry and was taken to 
the door by Shell, followed by Simpson 
and Gilmore, who had once been dis- 
armed, but had again obtained the re- 
volver. 
After the shooting occurred 
Gilmore rushed back into the saloon, 
crying: "Lord, boys, I've killed him!" 


Colonel Munn attempted to impeach 
Alexander, and a wordy war ensued be- 
tween the lawyers. He wanted to prove 
that witness had said to H. O. Carter 
that he had heard McBride threaten 
Gilmore; that the victim attacked the 
prisoner first, and that the shot was 
fired in self defense. 
Judge Anthony 
read the lawyers a lecture on the pro- 
prieties. 


Daniel Dwyer testified aa to the shoot- 
ing. He was on the sidewalk in front of 
the pavilion at the time it was dona He 
saw Gilmore rush out, pointing a re- 
volver at McBride, 
who exclaimed: 
"For God's sake, Harry, don't shoot 
me!"

you. take that!" The revolver was fired

ono as will appear from a pernsaJ of the 
ollowing synopsis of the testimony: 
Igatiua Cook was tho first witness 
le was a barkeeper for Snell, the owne 
of tho saloon in front of which the shoot 
ing occurred on the morning of March 
18, 1881. 
He admitted Gilmore mud 


Simpson to the place on the morning in 
question and furnished them with wine. 
Gilmore drank his share of it. 
MoBride 


entered the saloon and tried to induce 
Simpson, Ms employer, to go home. He 
and Gilmore became involved in a quar- 
rel which lasted for ten minutes. 
Mo- 


Bride declared that he "could lick any 
man in tho house," qualifying the re- 
mark with on oath. 
Witness saw Gil- 


more have a pistol, but Snell come into 
the saloon persuaded Gilmore to give it 
up. Simpson and McBride started for 
the door. They were presently followed 
by Gilmore. Tho shooting was not wit- 
nessed by Cook. It transpired, on cross 
examination of witness, that Snell and 
McBride had some words in the saloon. 
McBriile did not drink anything in the 
saloon. He was a larger man than Gil- 
more. 


John Alexander, a colored man, 
cor- 


roborated tho story told by Cook. Simp- 
son was under tho influence of liquor. 
MoBride became angry and was taken to 
the door by Shell, followed by Simpson 
and Qilmore, who had once been 
dis- 


armed, but had again obtained the re- 
volver. 
After the shooting occurred 


Gilmore rushed buck into the siilooii, 
crying: "Lord, boys, I've killed him!" 


Oolonol Munn attempted to impeach 


Alexander, and a wordy war eusued be- 
tween the lawyers. He wanted to prove 
that witness had said to H. O. Carter 
that ho had heard McBrido threaten 
Gilmoro; that tho victim attacked the 
prisoner first, and that the shot was 
fired in self defense. 
Judge Anthony 


read the lawyers a lecture on the pro- 
prieties. 


Daniel Dwyer testified as to the shoot- 


ing. He won on the sidewalk in front of 
the pavilion at tho time it was done.
